All shipments travel at the risk 
and cost of the purchaser. State Certificate of Inspection accompanies all shipments. 
GUARANTEE—Nursery stock, like fresh fruits, vegetables and meat, is highly perishable. 
We guarantee all stock to be alive and healthy when you get it, and will gladly prove this on 
request. There are too many factors beyond our control to guarantee stock to live or grow. 
Some loss must be expected. We will share any loss the first year (except evergreens) —by 
replacing stock once at half original cost—if notified within the year. 

TERMS—Send your check or money order in full with your nursery stock order—thirty days 
or more before delivery in Spring or Fall—and deduct 10% cash discount and also receive 
free packing and boxing, or send one-third (1/3) down payment with order, and balance will 
be sent C.O.D.
